even if it be through elimination of the element 
that faces backward, both in politics and is 
planting. It is, doubtless, something gained 
that to-day there are old Missiseipptans who do 
pot look for relief in financial affairs as well as 
for improvement in local government to success 
in a movement proscriptive of every colored man, 
and che logic of which w that he bas no business 
to be a voter. It is doubtices alee an indication 
of progress that to-day there are some planters 
who do not regard it as necessary that the vegro 
should be practically enslaved in order that cot- 
ton may be grown; Who now say that more 
cotton will be grown im Mississispi, and more 
corn and wheat also, this season than any year 
since the War; who admit tbat it is no longer 
possible to conduct plantations successfally on 
the ante-War system of neghgence and credit 
advances. In course of time that class who ad- 
nore to aute-War ideas will cease to be land- 
owners, and the estates of such will pass 
into the possession of men who have 
ideas not altogether antediluviam. As are the 
enlightened moderates in politica, these en- 
lightened as to the industrial situation are few. 
The average Mississippian anticipates unnum- 
bered blessings and unbounded prosperity from 
a political victory over the niggers that shall 
“eliminate” Sambo from poll ies forever. And 
the average Minaissippian zal counts on an 
enormous income from his plantation, witbout 
doing any work himself, without the exercise of 
ordmary business prudence, and without aban- 
donment of the most ruinous (to the debtor) of 
all systems of credit. But, without the undoing 
of all that bas been done in the past fourteen 
years, it is not easy to see what place ie leit far

WHEN WINTER sETs IN 
has more to do with its wintering than most per- 
sous suppose. If last autumu had been moist 
and wet, forcing the trees into late growth, we 
thiuk there would have been bot few fruit-trees 
to have gloried in blossom and fruit this season. 
If we had had alternations of warm weather with 
our frosty nights, the blossoms would not have 
escaped the spring-froste that we have constant- 
‘ly had up to this time. 
Vegetabies also are backward. Winter spinach, 
that was covered with leaves, is large enough to 
use, and has been for a week. Asparagus is 
pleaty, Sut spring-sown spinach bas leaves only 
as large as the first joint of one’s thumb. Early 


‘carrots, beets, and omons are handsomely up; 


peas are 2 to Siuches high; potatoes are just 
showing themselves here and there in the row; 
while corn and beans are working night and day 
to to the surface.

Wriminerox, Del,, May 11.—Judge Willard 
Hall, who died in this city last night, was one 
of the most notable figures in the history of this 
State, and had characteristics which give him 
more than local interest. He died in his 95th 
year, having been one of four or five of the old- 
est surviving graduates of Harvard College. 
For forty-eight years he was United States 
Judge for thé District of Delaware,—resigning 
at last, not when he was 70 (as the existing law 
permits, with contintiante of pay), nor at 80, 
nor even at 90, but at the completion of his Sist 
year. This was in December, 1471, and he was 
then, no doubt, the oldest Judge on the Bench 
of any Court, State or National; and, at the 
same time, I may say with equal confidence, had 
served for the longest term of years. 

Judge Hall was from New Englaod,—in fact, a 
carpet-bagger. Yet he came upon the invitation 
and encouragement of the eider Bayard, old 
James A., who was one of the Commossioners of 
the Ghent Treaty. Young Hall, born at West- 
port, Mass., in December, 1780, almost a year 
before Cornwallis surrendered, graduated at 
Harvard in 1799, and, having studied law with 
temuel Dana. of Groton, decided te come to 
Delaware. Mounting his horse, and bidding a 
fina! adieu to his parents,—whom he never saw 
again,—he rode to Delaware, with letters in his 
pocket from Harrison Gray Otis, of Boston. in- 
troducing bim to James A. Bayard and Caesar A. 
Roduey,— the latter Atcorney-General under 
Jefferzon and Madison, and a nephew of that 
Cesar Rodney who secured Delawere to vote for 
the Decisratiou of Independence, and on behalt 
of this State affixed his weme, with those of 
Reed and McKeen, to that immortal document. 

Notwithstanding his New-Eugland origin, the 
young attorvey soon gained position. three 
years, he married the daughter of the Chancel- 
lor of the State ; iu 1811, he became Secretary of 


notorious. We are word-coiners every day, and

oon 

has become classic in our literature, and, when 
met with by our younger readers, its origin is as 
obscure as that of many of the nhieroglyphics 
on the remains of buried cities. Few are aware 
that the source of this purely English word is 
still alive in the person of s lady of Council 
Bluffs, who, nearly thirty years ago, abandoned 
to Dr. Mary Walker the Bloomer breeches, and 
retired modestly to the safer retreat of ample 
ekirts and less prominent ankles. ‘‘ Amelia,” as 
she is familiarly called, is on the shady side of 
50; and, as the literary and personal contempo- 
rary of Cady Stanton’ and ‘the venérabie 
Suseen B. Anthony, who sanoually make 
pilgrimages to her shrine, she takes 
an active interest in the relics of the Woman- 
Suffrage movement, and writes temperance com- 
munications to the local papers. In the latter 
cause she has spent a large portion of het life, 
and, in her younger days, made a good impres- 
sion upon the lecture platform. Of late years 
she has lived at her ease. Her husband, D. C. 
Bloomer, for twenty-five years has practiced 
law, acted as real-estate agent, and local poli- 
tictan, in this quarter. Mr. and Mrs. Bloomer 
for years have been wheel-horses in the Re- 
publican party in Western [owa. They are 
wealthy and ch.ldless,—their only posterity beiag 
the word they have given to the English un- 
guage.

Mr. Sargent has profitably occupied himself 
since ms retirement from the office of Commis- 
sionor of Customs, in 1871, in contributing to the 
political history of America these volumes of 
personal recoliections. During the years inter- 
vening between 1817 and 1853, Mr. Sargeat took 
a warm and active interest in public affairs, and 
was for most of the time a resident of the Cap- 
ital of the nation. For some years he 
was the Washington correspondent of the 
Philadelphia United Stales Gazeite, writing over 
the signature of “liver Oldschool.” Subse- 
quentiy he held the officeof Sergeant-at-Arms 
of the House, and in this and other official po- 
sitions enjoyed favorable opportunities for 
studying the character of the leading men of the 
time, and of observing the history of current 
events. . 

His reminiscences are related in a lively, pleas- 
ing style, and add many interesting scraps of in- 
formation to our previous knowledge of a most 

t period in the career of our country. 
Mr. Sargent bes regarded “public men and 
events” from the point of view of an “ old-line 
Whig,” and frankly ackbpowledges that his opio- 
ions may in some degree be one-sided, yet, max- 
ing allowanee for this inevitable influence of 
party spirit, the reader will find bis Judgments of 
men and of measures in the main candid and 
generous. 

One of the most striking passages in his 
reminiscences is that recalling the appearance 
of the City of Washington in 1824, and the sim- 
ple mode of life practiced by its inhabitants. 
The city sprawled over the entire space from the 
Navy-Yard to Rock Creok, and the wide spaces 
between the buildings on the avenue sanctiozed 
the witty comment that it was a city of mag- 
nificent distances.”

The first of these lectures contains a history 
ofthe Books cf the Old Testament, and of the 
most celebrated manuscripts of the Greek text 
of the New Testament that have been preserved 
to the present time.

A therough exploration of the vartetis caves 
of Kentucky, of the Wyandotte and Bradford 
Caves of Indiana, and of Weyer’s Cave and Cave 
ef the Fountains m Virginia, made by Messrs. 
A. 8. Packard and F. W."Putnam, hes resulted in 
the discovery that aconsiderable number of spe- 
cies of animals and plants inhabit the depths of 
these caverns. Spiders wore frequently observed 
in all the caves visited, but were most abundant 
in Weyer’s Cave, where three species of true 
cave spiders were found, viz., the Nesticus pal- 
lidus, Linyphia Weyeri, and Linyphia incerta. 
Mammoth and Wyandotte, the largest and most 
ancient caverns, measuring from 5 to 7 or 8 miles 
in extent, had but a single species each. The 
Anthrobia Mammonthia was found only in Mam- 
moth, and the small caves called Diamonds and 
Proetor’s, situated about 5 miles from it. The 
Linyphia subterranea, the only species occurring 
in Wyandotte Cave, also occurred in the latter 
caves. 

The Carter caves (of Carter County, Kv.), and 
the two Weyer's caves (Wever's sedthe adjoining 
Cave of the Fountéins), are very smail, all being 
less than half a mile in length, excent Bats 
Cave, that is perbaps over a mile in extent. Yet 
it was in these smai! caverns that the variation 
and number of species was found to be greatest.

Spectal Correspondence of The Chicago Tribune, 

Nennaska Crrr. Neb., Muy 19.—Inquiries are 
pouring in from all parts of the country in re- 
gard to the progress of the grasshopper plague 
in Nebraska this season, and, knowing the peo- 
ple of your State to be much interested in she 
matter, I herewith send you a trathful account 
of the dreaded devastation. 

As is well known te the world, Kansas and Ne- 
braska suffered terribly from this scourge las: 
year, The hordes of grasshoppers came up 
from Colorado and New Mexico, crossing Kan- 
sas diagonally from southwest to northeast, en- 
tering Nebraska at the Republican Valley, laying 
waste the western and middle portions of the 


State, and disappearing in Dakota aad Iowa. 


The eastern portions of both Kansas and Ne- 
braska escaped the visitation. This season, 
grasshopper-eggs were early discovered in vari- 
ous portions of the State, and especially in those 
localiues where they were last seen ‘ast year. 
lu the Counties of a 
SEMANA AND RICHARDSON, 

in the extreme southeastern part of the State, 
the eggs hatched to an alarming extent, and, 
upon the sprouting of the small grain planted a 


_ few months ago, the young "hoppers began a vo- 


racious attack, and cleaned everything green 
from the fields. They then took up their march 
in @ southeasterly direction, and, at last ac- 
counts, were giving the people of Missouri the 
benefit of their gormandizing efforts. 

Since their departure, the young grain has 
sprung up again, and the prospects now are, that 
the crops will be fully as good in the two coun- 
ties named above as if not a locust had been 
seen this season. The locusts have entirely dis- 
appeared from those localities, and the farmers 
are congratulating themselves over the results 
thus far. 

IN THE WESTERN COUNTIES 

of the State, myriads of eggs were deposited, as 
was-shown by the discoveries ia many places. 
The backward spring, cold weather, and cold 
rains, have been the friends of the farmer, how- 
ever, and have killed all or nearly all the eggs, 
thus undoubtedly making those counties secure 
from ravage, unless new hordes come up from 
the southwest, as was the case last year.

Kansas, and other States threatened, will 
go at them in dead earnest, with the above 
poison, or something of equal strength, they

We believe the red-legged 
locusts or grasehoppers-of the Northwest have 
never moved ina uorthward or northwestward 
direction, except when retarniog one year upon 
the live of the previous. year’s migration. ‘he 
probability is, therefore, that the isolated sec- 
tions of this State likely to be afflicted this year 
will not be increased by irruptiors from the 
myriad swarms now hatching out in the States 
south and southwostward of ours. 

LIMITED TO SPOTS. 

Sr. Pavi, May"2i.—The PioneePress pub- 
lishes dispatches from a considerable number of 
localities in all parts of the State relative to the 
grasshoppers. The purport of these reports is 
that there are nO grusshopers in the district 
devastated by them last -year, nor in any part of 
Mionesota, north, south, east, or west, 
except in a very small area, and in com- 
paratively small numbers, confined to 
the group of counties on or near the great bend 
of the Minnesota Piver, consisting of the small 
district of Blue Earth County, some townships 
of Brown, Vicallet, and Le Sueur, with some 
very small and feeble detachments of skirmish- 
ers in Meexer andj Mcleod Counties. There 
seems to be no danger of any serious d 
from locusts this season, but that the raid of the 
pests, if any remain long, will be limited to spots 
in the small distrie:s.

amount of prayer or fasting is likely to have any 
effect upon these voracious and nimble insects. 
Weare afta:<. :uet the average’ Missourian does 
not take much stock in the devotional exercise 
of testing, and we ere also afraid that those 
who know most about prayer will also be apt to 
differ fromthe Goveruor with regard to the 
proper function and place of that form of devo- 
lion. But if there areany who consider that the 
direct‘invoeation of Divine assistance for a pur- 
pose which seems to bafſle the utmost efforts of 
wan, will have a measurable snd appreciable ro- 
sult, it is unkind in them to limit their inveca- 
tion to a single form of distress, and to pray 
against a single evil. when there is such ample 
range and iniinite variety of subjects on which 
to try their hands. 

The Governor suggests that the weapon of 
prayer should be used against the grassbopp ers. 
only because he is convinded that all other 
means are igefiicient. Light plowing im the 
early spring, by turning the eggs up, will de- 
stroy many. The migrating insects may be de- 
voured by poultry, or drowned in simices, or 
caught in nets, or poisoned by Paris green; but 
it is obvious that the best of these remedies are 
but of partial application, aud that when the 
plague has reached certain proportions, there is 
noching to do but to—fast aud pray. The same 
rule should apply to other evala.. There are the 
James boys and the Youngers for instance, who 
will not be got rid ef by ordinary means. Re- 
warde have been offered for their apprehension; 
Chicago detectives have been froely offered up 
as a sacrifice to them; their bouse bas been ur- 
rounded at midnight; but all in vain. The 
grasshoppers can hardly do more damage to the 
State than bas been done by these outiaws. 
They da not more completely defy human de- 
vices. When we pray against the one scourge, 
why not against the other ? 

And if we are to givea whole day to it, why 
not make our litany comprehensive enough to 
embrace ali the actual and impending calamitics, 
and get rid of them ail by a mighty e@ort? If 
we expect our prayers to be answered when we 
pray to be rid of grasshoppexza, why not pray to 
be rid ot election contests, of libel suits, of 
whisky rings, aud ef amateur poetry? The 
proclamation of the Governor opens up a mag- 
nificent fieid of possibilities iv the praying line. 
If there is any pomt at which we should stop, it 
is for him to indicate it, and to give n reason why 
official prayers, uttered by authority, should be 
potent as against a plague by insects, and not 
against other and worse ones.

Sr. Loos, May 18.—To the Editor of the 
Globe: Wich regard to the best means to be 
employed to palliate the evil that bangs over the 
counties invaded last fall and now alive with the 
young and wWivgides loctists, permit me to say a 
few words. Many of our people are taking alto- 
gether too gloomy a view of both the present 
aod future prospects. The sedse of caiamity, 
famine, and distress, as the Sense of death, ‘is 
most in apprehension,” and there is no need of 
exaggerating the possibilities of harm.

They 
appear to be most plentifuland troublesome in 
the southeast tier of border counties, and in 
two or three counties salon the line 
of the Central Branch oad, from 
Atchison. The twenty or thirty counties 80 Se- 
riously injured last year bave entirely escaped 
this season, and their prospects for crops of all 
kinds have not been so good for the last five 
years. Some damage is being done in the cen- 
tral portion of the State, but not enough to 
cause alarm. In the southeastern counties, 
where the insects are thickest, about one- 
fourth of the farm area is embracdd in the 
scope of their operations.

JACKSON.

| known to indicate that the losses Will aggre-

There is now lying im the port of New York the 
American ship Agra, in connection with which vessel 
there is an eventful history of an American piano, The 
vessel was owned by Capt. Miller, who sailed ber, and 
the companion of his long and adventurous voyage 
was his wife, an accomplished pianiste.

In September, 1572, she left again for another voyage 
round the world, going first to Melbourne a second 
time ; thence direct to London, England, then to Nor- 
way, whence she returned directly to Melbourne; then 
to Sam Francisco and Chima, and then back to New 
York, after an absence of two years and five months, 
having traveled over 110,000 miles, having crossed 
the Equater ten times, and passed the Cape of Good 
Hope five times, and Cape Horn nearly as many, 
while enduring as a matter of course innumerabie 
storms and every vicissiinde of climatic changes, 
During the entire period this American piano 
has remained on shipboard, screwed down to 


the floor of the Captain’s cabin, and has never left the 
ship until recently, when, the vessel sold, it was 
landed. During the whole time the ime ent has 
been played upon by the Captain's wife every fair day. 
It has not been touched or repaired in any way since 
it fret left New York, with the exception 
slight tuning in Melbourne, where it was
